JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 14— 
The City of St. Lois switched its 
position today from approval to 
disapproval of the 15-cent straight 
fare and the entire new schedule 


of higher fares sought by the 
Public Service Co. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst an- 
nounced the city had withdrawn 
its approval of fare increases in 
a statement read today before 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission. 

Rejection of a new contract by 
streetear and bus employes last 
night caused the city to reverse its 
position. Mayor Darst’s statement 
was read by City Counselor James 
E. Crowe at a hearing which 
opened today before the commis- 
sion on the company’s original 
petition for higher fares. 

Compromise Not Offered. 

A compromise agreed upon by 
the city and Public Service Co. 
on increased fares was never 
placed before the Public Service 
Commission. Consequently, the 
hearing proceeded on the original 
petition by the utility. 

The company is seeking an in- 
crease in the basic cash fare from 
12 cents to 15 cents; an increase 
in children’s fare from 5 to 7 
cents; a system of zones in St. 
Louis county, elimination of tok- 
ens and elimination of the 50-cent 
weekly pass for students. 

In his statement to the Com- 
mission, Mayor Darst said: 

“The city of St. Louis is op- 
posed to the 15-cent straight fare 
as requested in the petition of 
the St. Louis Public Service Co.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 
14 (AP)—The United Nations Ko- 
rean Commission disclosed today 
that South Korea’s intelligence 
chief had warned it six weeks in 
advance that a Communist attack 
was imminent but that United 
States officials disagreed. 

The disclosure was made in the 
111l-page annual report of the 


seven-nation commission to the 
General Assembly. 

The report held the North Ko- 
rean Government completely to 
blame for the conflict and de- 
scribed the June 25 attack 3s an 
act of long-premediated and un- 
provoked aggression. 

Rejects Russia’s Charges. 

Replying to Russian charges 
that it was the South Koreans 
who first advanced across the 
Thirty-eighth parallel, the renort 
Said: 

“The commission is unanimous- 
ly of the opinion that no offen- 
sive could possibly have been 
launched across the parallel by 
the Republic of Korea. 

“The invasion of the territory 
of the Republic of Korea by the 
armed forces of North Korean au- 
thorities was an act of aggression 
initiated without warning and 
without provocation, the execution 
of a carefully prepared plan.” 


The disparity between the views 
of United States and South Ko- 
rean military intelligence dated 
back as far as last January, the 
report indicated. At that time, 
the commission said, the chief of 
staff of the South Korean Army 
reported the North Koreans had 
175,000 men under arms and that 
it was only a matter of time before 
they would attack. 

U.S. Adviser Disagreed. 

It added, however, that Brig. 
Gen. W. L. Roberts, ehief of the 
United States Korean military ad- 
visory group, disagreed with these 
estimates.

“We have long pressed the

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment was asked today to 
appropriate a supplemental $63.- 
000 to permit employment of addi- 
tional public health nurses and 
part-time physicians to improve 
the city’s nursing program. 

Health Commissioner Dr. J. 
Earl Smith told the board the 


parochial school health program 
is in danger of collapsing because 
of a shortage of nurses and doc- 
tors. 

He said the city employed 104 
public health nurses and 20 part- 
time physicians in 1941, compared 
to anly 44 nurses and seven phy- 
sicians now. Nurses have been as- 
signed to the parochial schools at 
the expense of other programs, 
including child hygiene and ma- 
ternity hygiene, he said. 

Observing that the shortage of 
nurses prevents the department 
from doing a good job of detect- 
ing tuberculosis cases in early 
stages, Dr. Smith said: “In fact, 
we've got a sick health depart- 
ment, and if we don’t do some- 
thing about it soon we'll have a 
sick population.”

Program of Defense Chiefs Would Double 


Pre- Korean Strength of Services 
by July 1954, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (UP) 
-—The nation’s military chiefs 


have drafted a 40-billion-dollar- | land, and 


a-year rearmament program which 
would double the pre-Korean 
strength of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force by July 1, 1954. 


It calls for 20 Army divisions, 
400 Naval warships and an Air 
Force of some 90 groups by the 
1954 target date. 


In describing the new defense 
blueprint today, informed sources 
estimated it would cost about 
40 billions annually—nearly three 
times the $13,500,000,000 military , 
budget which was in effect be- 
fore the Korean war began. 

The long-range program would 
swell the Army, Navy and Air 
Force to just about twice their 


ranean. 

There also would be sufficient 
armed forces at home for ade- 
quate defenses, and enough re-

A few weeks ago, the Pentagon 
thought it could get by on an- 
other supplemental appropriation 
of less than five billions for this 
fiscal year.

Efforts are being pushed to 
carry out large-scale slum 
clearance. For this the city 
voted a $2,000,000 bond issue 
and obtained a federal grant. 
A well-staffed, specially-created 
city agency is handling this 
movement. 

The city administration has 
adopted a $91,350,000 program 
of capital improvements for 
1950-56, to be financed by pro- 
posed new city bonds as well 
as federal and state aid. This 
contrasts with $20,600,000 spent 
or committed in the 1945-50 
postwar period. 

Providence has less than a 
third of the population and area 
of St. Louis, but it has more than 
a third of all the people of tiny 
Rhode Island. Population of 
Providence, less than 254,000, 
gained only a tiny fraction of 1 
per cent in the last decade. The 
city, in a sense, has reached a 
standstill, but it has determined 
to do something about it. More 
than three centuries *old, seat of 
Brown University, it is a manu- 
facturing place for textiles, ma- 
chine tools, jewelry and rubber 
goods. Many of ts skilled work- 
ers are women. It has relatively 
few Negroes, many residents of 
foreign extraction. 

Olneyville Square, on the west 
side of town, a shopping center 
for a large part of the people of 
Providence and suburbs, is the 
scene of action on the $8,500,000 
expressway—which is about two 
thirds completed. It will be a 
curving thoroughfare, with divided 
roadways, available only for 
through traffic. It will connect 
the downtown, district with the 
western outlet to U.S. Highway 6, 
a main New England route. 

A special city relocation agen- 
cy was set up to help residents 
and shopkeepers find new places 
as it became necessary for them 
to move from the site of the ex- 
pressway. At least three-quarters 
of them have found new homes 
or stores. The bulk of these peo- 
ple, given adequate warning, 
found néw quarters for them- 
selves. 

Only 3 Stores Quit. 

The relocation agency, which 
will be kept alive to facilitate,oth- 
er improvements, helped a few 
business men and more than 100 
families find other locations. It 
built up a file of possible dwell- 
ings, advertised for living quar- 
ters and obtained the help of the 
Real Estate Board. Contrary to 
what some pessimists may have 
expected, not more than three 
stores went out of business, rather 
than move, as far as city of- 
ficials could learn. This reloca- 
tion service as a centralized mu- 


thority turns over to the city the 
net income remaining after pay- 
ment of direct operating and 
maintenance costs. The establish- 
ment is tax exempt, but if it paid 
the city taxes the effect simply 
would be to reduce the net in- 
come due the city. 

Valley View’s pleasant apart- 
ments are in small two-story build- 
ings, cleverly grouped in nine dis- 
tinct “quadrangles” 
levels on the sloping, triangular 
site. Ample open space remains, 
density of occupation being quite 
low. The effect is one of relative 
family privacy, rather than living 
among a mass of neighbors. 

The structures are frame, with 
outer walls of redwood beveled 
siding and shingles. The walls 
are partly white and partly a warm 
brown. Roofs have a slight pitch. 
Aluminum windows are used, an 
innovation in this part of the 
country. An attractive over-all 
effect is achieved, noticeably dif- 
ferent from the average public 
housing. A variety of colors is 
employed for interior decoration. 


Slum Clearance. 


Urban redevelopment and slum 
clearance activity has moved to 
an advanced stage of preparation 
in Providence, although there are 
still some hurdles to be crossed. 
The plans are concrete and spe- 
cific, and the outlook for eventual 
achievement is regarded by offi- 
cials as good. Providence has pro- 
gressed much farther than St. 
Louis in this field. 

Providence has two types of 
areas needing attention. One type 
consists of slums and obsolete in- 
dustrial sections, mixed up in the 
core of the city. The slum dwell- 
ings on the whole do not look 
nearly as bad externally as those

The other type is called “ar- 
rested areas,” on the outskirts of 
the city. These are virtually the 
only vacant tracts left, but they 
are hilly, rocky or swampy and 
lack normal urban facilities. It is 
proposed to reclaim this land and 
provide for private housing use, 
which will help absorb residents 
of the central slums. 

The redevelopment job is rec- 
ognized here as a long-range one, 
and a start was made four and 
one-half years ago with passage 
of a state enabling act. The Provi- 
dence Redevelopment Agency was 
created as a municipal depart- 
ment and opened an office three 
years ago. It is directed by an 
appointed board whose chairman 
is vice president of a big trust 
company. Other members are a 
textile manufacturer, the head of 
a construction engineering con- 
cern, an architect and a lawyer. 
The agency’s executive director 
is a professional specialist, aided 
by a staff of seven.

Hundreds of innocent citizens were 
killed, tortured or put in prison (friends 
and relatives of mine among them) oft- 
en without any trial, simply for the 
crime of being a priest, a nun, a devout 
layman, a factory owner or a business 
head. 

I saw churches burned and their 
sacred objects looted and profaned. I 
saw portraits of Lenin and Stalin tak- 
ing the place of the effigy of Christ in 
the schools. 

According to reliable witnesses with 
whom I talked or whose accounts I 
read, similar events occurred in most of 
the places where the Loyalist regime 
was in power for some time.

Never before has there been a Cabinet change 
fully comparable to the ouster of Secretary of 
Defense Johnson to make way for Gen. Marshall. 

The defense post, which is a combination of 
the historic secretaryships of War and Navy plus 
the new Air Force Department, ranks with the 
Secretary of State. Today, for reasons which 
everyone knows, it is of utmost importance. As 
recently as Aug. 3, the President said that Louis 
Johnson would stay in his job as long as he, 
Mr. Truman, remained in the White House. Yet 
Mr. Johnson is now out and Congress is already 
4t work on special legislation to permit Gen. 
Marshall to serve. 

In fairness to Mr. Johnson, it should be said 
first that not all the mistakes were of his own 
doing. True enough, his differences with Sec- 
retary Acheson created a situation which had to 
be resolved and in such a test Louis Johnson was 
the man to go. 

But much that Mr. Johnson did as Defense 
Secretary was all right with the American peo- 
ple and with Congress—until the invasion of 
Korea. He was directed to cut down on defense 
expenditures and he cut down. His cancellation 
of work on the super-aircraft carrier was largely 
an economy move. He opposed a 70-group Air 
Force partially at least for economy reasons. 


Had Mr. Johnson been demanding a defense 
budget such as that which is in process today, 
members of Congress, particularly the Republi- 
cans, would have been calling for his head much 
sooner. Moreover, he would have been bucking 
the defense plans of his own Commander-in- 
Chief. 

. . * 

All this was changed by the Korean war. With 
its outbreak, the defense head, who had been 
criticized for not cutting expenditures enough, 
was at once attacked for not having provided 
more adequate protection. Such is politics in 
an election year. 

There can be no question that George Mar- 
shall individually is much superior to Louis 
Johnson in the work which the Secretary of 
Defense must do. The only reservation, and 
that is a big one in many minds, is the de- 
parture from precedent which has kept the 
highest defense positions in civilian hands. This 
historic precedent has had a sound basis and 
thanks to it, American life has never been con- 
trolled by the military. 

The Marshall choice obviously must not pro- 
vide a pattern for placing professional Army and 
Navy men in other Cabinet posts. The havoc 
wrought by the German General Staff and the 
less well-known assumption and misuse of power 
by the military in Japan should be arguments 
enough against any abandonment of civilian con- 
trol of national affairs in the United States. 

” - - 

This concern over precedent reflects not in 
the slightest on George Marshall personally. 
Not only is he one of the least military of high- 
ranking soldiers; he is, .by his experience as 
Secretary of State from 1947 to 1949, a diplomat 
and a statesman in his own right. As Chief of 
Staff in World War II, he conducted his high 
post in such a way as to win him the esteem 
of virtually everyone. It is fair to say that he is 
in the tradition of George Washington who could 
serve with distinction in both military and 
civilian capacities. 

The primary responsibility of the new Secre- 
tary of Defense will be to build up the military 
organization of the country to such a point that 
no other nation will be foolish enough to start 
World War III. George Marshall should be able 
to do that as well as or better than any other 
man. 

Another responsibility will be to keep the de- 
fense program in harmony with the policies of 
the State Department. 
son worked closely together when the latter was 
Undersecretary of State, the two of them 
should make an effective team in the formula- 
tion and presentation of American policy to the

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Is Mao Resisting Moscow? 

Reports are circulating in Washington diplo- 
matic circles that Communist China has indi- 
cated that it desires a peaceful settlement of 
the Formosa question. This is big news if true. 

Our Government has been using every possi- 
ble means of communications including India’s 
diplomatic representatives in Peiping, to con- 
vince Mao Tse-tung that in seeking to neutralize 
Formosa for the duration of the Korean war 
we have not foreclosed a decision on Formosa’s 
future. If Mao Tse-tung has now responded by 
deciding against an invasion, the implications 
are significant and hopeful. 

One implication is that Communist China has 
the power and the will to decide issues on the 
basis of China’s own interests, and not the in- 
terests of Moscow. Thcregcan be no doubt that 
Soviet Russia has strenuously sought to involve 
China -and the United States in conflict. 

It is too early to say that the attempt has 
failed. Yet"as time passes without overt Chi- 
nese intervention in Korea or Formosa, one 
may hope that there will be time enough for a 
peaceful settlement of all our differences with 
Peiping. 

The mere existence of that opportunity jus- 
tifies President Truman's rejection of a policy 
of unilateral militarism on Formosa.

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Better Late Than Dead 


The engineer of the Spirit of St. Louis ad- 
mits speeding through a warning light and a 
stop light just before last Monday's collision in 
Ohio with the rear end of a stalled troop train. 
The warning signal told him to slow down to 
30 miles an hour and be prepared to come to 
a full stop if another signal was given. 

But a speed-recording tape in his cab shows 
he kept on at a speed of 70 miles an hour. 
When the stop light showed up he did not start 
applying his emergency brakes till he was 
through it, and his engine was making 50 when 
it rammed the troop train. He was 30 minutes 
behind schedule at the time. 

What pressure is there on engineers to take 
chances with speed when they are behind 
schedule? Is it pressure they impose on them- 
selves independently, or does it come from their 
superiors in the management of the railroad, or 
is it a combination of the two? For pressure 
there apparently is. 

When the Rock Island's Cherokee was derailed 
at Mena, Ark., earlier this year, reportedly 
traveling at a high rate of speed, it was six 
hours late. The Frisco’s Blue Bonnet, when it 
jumped the tracks near Springfield, Mo., three 
years ago, doing 68 miles an hour round a 
curve where the speed limit was 30, was about 
an hour behind schedule. 

Twenty-four persons lost their lives on the 
Pennsylvania’s Red Arrow near Altoona, Pa., 
the same year because the train was speeding at 
more than 65 miles an hour round a downgrade 
curve where the speed limit was 30 to 35—and 
the Red Arrow was an hour late. 

This angle of Monday’s wreck on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad should be gone into thor- 
oughly by all th@ three agencies which are 
investigating—the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, the Ohio Public Utility Commission 
and the Army. Lateness, speeding and disaster 
have occurred in combination too often for it to 
be put down to pure coincidence.

Editorial warns against basing our policy on mere fear of Commu- 
nism or on containment of Soviet threat by force alone; “it’s time 
to stop letting Russia make our foreign policy”; warns that war 
with Red China over Formosa is just what Moscow would like to see. 


From the Southern Farmer 


It has. been pointed out several times 
in these columns over the past two years 
that our present negative, fear-inspired and 
largely Moscow-made foreign policy is 
leading us to disaster. 

We have expressed our deep concern 
over two aspects of this policy. 

First, we have maintained that a nega- 
tive policy, which gives people something 
to be against, without giving them some- 
thing to fight for, makes poor cement for 
unity in the free world. 

Second, we have insisted that a policy 
of trying to “contain” Communism by 
physical force alone was like trying to 
stop a windstorm with bayonets—and that 
attempting this physical containment with- 
out possessing the necessary physical force 
was like betting and raising on a broken- 
down flush, against other players who 
know the game of poker quite as well, if 
not better than we do. 

Now the chickens are coming home to 
roost. Now we find ourselves using our 
entire pitifully small strategic reserve 
in a war against the satellite of a satellite 
of the Soviet Union. Now we find that 
the $50,000,000,000 we have spent on our 
military establishment in the post-war peri- 
od has given us a combat force totally in- 
adequate to carry out the job of global 
policeman to which we elected ourselves 
under the Truman doctrine. 

Granted that we had to act in Korea, 
that we were right in summoning the 
United Nations to stop unprovoked ag- 
gression, and that we were the only na- 
tion in a position to put teeth in the tooth- 
less United Nations. .. . How long will it 
be before we adopt an affirmative policy 
of building the peace, to supplement and 
give meaning to the dangerous negative 
policy, which we cannot now abandon? 

How long will it be before we do some- 
thing about making the United Nations 
into an organization capable of preserv- 
ing peace under law? 

How long will it be before we do some- 
thing about giving the free world a cause 
to fight for, by developing a real world- 
wide co-operative program to remove the 
injustices that move men to violence?

How long will we play into hands of 
the Communists, by letting narrow self- 
interest and prejudice identify good, hon- 
est reform of evil with Communism? 

Communists hate and fear reform, be- 
cause it removes the evils which they are 
now capitalizing and want to go on capi- 
talizing. Why should we let the Com- 
munists, who hate freedom, steal from us 
the weapons of freedom? 

Why should they be the ones to cut up 
big estates into family-type farms in the 
feudal backward areas, while we back 
regimes of landlords? Why should they 
be the ones to back independence move- 
ments, while we back colonialism? 

Communist “land reform” is only a step 
toward the slavery of collectivization. Com- 
munist “backing” of independence move- 
ments is only a step toward creating more 
enslaved Soviet satellites. How long are 
we going to befuddle our own minds by 
letting our own reactionaries convince us 
that any reform—any idea which gives a 
better life to more people—is ‘“commu- 
nistic’’? 

Brave men are dying in the rice paddies 
of Korea to buy us the time in which to 
wake up and develop a.real foreign pol- 
icy—an American foreign policy which 
fearlessly identifies our great freedom- 
loving nation with the cause of human 
freedom. 

Are we going to let our Government 
waste that precious time in further fum- 
bling? Or are we going to act as free 
citizens in a free society, and tell our 
Government to wake up and take a new 
look at the world problem? 

It's time to stop letting Russia make our 
foreign policy. What Russia wants now 
is to get us embroiled in a war with 450.- 
000,000 Chinese. That would leave Eu- 
rope at Russia’s mercy—a plum ripe for 
the picking. 

In Korea we are acting for the United 
Nations and the free world. If we get in- 
volved in war with China over Formosa, 
we shall be acting alone, without even the 
moral backing of India or the British Com- 
monwealth. 

How stupid can we be?

Democratic party leaders have let it be 
known they have no intention of pushing 
the statehood bills much farther at this 
session. After passing ‘he House earlier 
in the year the measures to make Hawaii 
and Alaska the forty-ninth and fiftieth 
states appear doomed unless sudden new 
pressure is brought to bear on the Senate. 

The latest delay is in part a concession 
to the Southern Demucrats. This group is 
reported solidly opposed to Hawaiian state- 
hood on racial grounds. The easy mixture 
of the races in Hawaii doesn’t sit well with 
our Southern Congressmen. 

Should this view prevail we will have 
dealt a severe low to our position 
throughout Asia. Hawaiians are well aware 
of the reasons behind the delay.

This resentment 
will be snared by Asiatics who are already 
toying with the Soviet suggestion that U.S. 
democracy is nothing but a sham, with the 
“superior” American ‘white chauvinists” 
the heirs apparent of the :-copscious 
Germans. The race question in this country 
has already provided potent grist for 
the Russian propaganda mill. It is the one 
aspect of American life that receives 
searching attention not only in the rabid 
Communist press, but in th- ‘-‘endly 
democratic newspapers of Western Europe 
as well. Adding fuel to the fire by refus- 
ing Hawaii statehood is the kind of short- 
sighted nonsense we can ill afford.

The average municipal parking lot in the 
area was found to have space for 120 cars. 
Most of the municipal parking facilities 
were financed either by. general taxation, 
through bond issues or out of current budg- 
ets.

More Smiles Among the Tears 
THE MARRIED LOOK, by Robert Nathan. (Knopf, 

195 pgs., $2.50.) 

Robert Nathan has mixed his usual sweet 
ingredients and has produced another 
palatable little romance of satirical fan- 
tasy. His followers will find nothing in 
a most recent concoction to disappoint 
them. 


There is much in the book that is subtly 
humorous, and much that is stimulating 
in its gentle philosophical ‘insight into a 
man’s secret world with its memories, re- 
grets, longing, love and snatches of im- 
mortality. He aptly characterizes this part 
of a man’s life by saying, “Yet at its in- 
most moment, it is the same world for 
everyone.

No doubt, the unorthodox space-time

This is a sordid, procrastinating story of 
war in China. The time is 1938. An in- 
efficient, disorderly Chinese army is trying 
desperately to halt an invasion of Japs. 
Many hear the call of the tin trumpet 
which means, according to an accepted 
idea of the Chinese soldiers, “Your num- 
ber is up.” Death is imminent. The story 
opens with the spectacle of a brutal, one- 
eared sergeant stopping at an inn, run 
by an old blind woman. 

The recruits, 20 of them, are tied by 
the wrist to a cable.

considered theologically—to keep 
the Christian sects apart than 
any other figure. 

The two main elements in her 
worship—virgin birth and “im- 
maculate conception”—have been 
the hardest for skeptical Chris- 
tians, both Catholic and Protest- 
ant, to understand and believe. 
The two have been discussed so 
heatedly that they have become 
scrambled. Now the Pope has 
deliberately added another “hard 
saying”’—or will, when his papal 
bull is proclaimed on Nov. 1. 

Behind the scenes, not revealed 
in any Vatican handout, a lively 
dispute has been going on for five 
years as to whether Mary's as- 
sumption should be proclaimed 
dogma. 

Jesuits Oppose New Dogma. 

The Society of Jesus, or Jesuit 
order, which has been gradually 
becoming the bellwether of pro- 
gressivism in the church, has done 
its utmost to block this doctrine 
from becoming dogma. 

The other orders—the Fran- 
ciscans, Dominicans, and Bene- 
dictines—used their persuasions 
to win the Pope over to proclaim- 
ing the dogma. 

Pius XII, often excrutiatingly 
slow about making up his mind, 
stood in between. He decided 
against the Jesuits, and for the 
other orders, only after a large 
but loose plebiscite of the clergy 
showed a very heavy majority in 
favor. 

Here is how the Jesuits are re- 
ported, in high Vatican quarters, 
to have argued. They said: “To 
claim the corporeal ascension of 
the Virgin Mary as dogma will 
only fly unnecessarily in the face 
of modernists inside the church. 
Until now they have had their 
free choice—on the scant evidence 
obtainable—to decide whether it 
is legend or fact that Mary as- 
eended into heaven. 

“In making the virgin birth 
dogma and the immaculate con- 
ception doctrine, we have gone 
far enough in affirming the spe- 
cial sanctity of Mary. To freeze 
her farther in dogma will only 
alienate Protestant churches, par- 
ticularly the Church of England, 
unnecessarily. It will make dif- 
ficult the union of western 
Christianity.” 


The act of the Pope of a hun- 
dred years ago stiffened faith, 
the three orders claimed. It 
hardened still further 16 years 
later, when in 1870 the Vatican 
council proclaimed that the Pope 
was infallible in matters of faith 
and morals. 


The prediction of the Jesuits 
has already come true, in that 
Anglicans, from British pulpits, 
have criticized Rome for making 
union as difficult as possible at a 
time when fluidity and breadth 
are most needed. 


Contrast in Research. 


For observers here, a curious 
phenomenon has been the con- 
trast between the scrupulous re- 
search on the tomb of St. Peter’s 
—all scholarship and careful dig- 
ging—and the relatively sketchy 
treatment of the far more im- 
portant universal dogma of Mary’s 
assumption. 

Mary lived, but where she was 
buried, Ephesus or Jerusalem, is 
still uncertain. Proof—ocular tes- 
timonial—of her ascension is com- 
pletely lacking. A place in Jerusa- 
lem became known as her tomb 
only five centuries after her 
death. 

St. John of Damascus, according 
to St. Juvernal, asserted in 451 
that the Apostles were at her bed- 
side when she died, and that later 
the tomb was empty. 

The scruplus scholarship, how- 
ever, which makes the Pope speak 
of St. Peter’s tomb but never of 
his “bones,” is absent here. In 
its place, in the Eastern as well 
as the Catholic church, is explicit 
belief transformed, after a plebi- 
scite, into unassailable dogma— 
but without fresh proof of its 
authenticity. 

Theologians of the Holy office 
are hoping, perhaps praying, that 
they will not have to spend the 
next hundred years “explaining” 
the assumption. Their energies 
have been greatly occupied keep- 
ing the two other corners of the 
triangular theory of Mary from 
getting confused: The virgin 
birth, meaning that Christ was 
borne into Mary’s womb by the 
Holy Ghost, not by her husband 
Joseph, and the immaculate con- 
ception, meaning that Mary’s own 
birth was free of the sin of Eve.

Pitching Rules in 1951 


AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 14 (AP)— 
Two changes in softball rules for 
1951 were recommended by the 
International Rules Committee 
meeting at the Amateur Softball 
Association's world tournament 
yesterday. 

C. E. Brewer of New York, 
chairman of the committee, said 
both proposed changes apply to 
pitchers. 

The first would require a pitch- 
er to hold the ball in front of his 
body with both hands before 
starting his delivery. The old rule 
provided that the ball be held in 
front of the body without specify- 
ing two hands. 

The second recommendation 
would make it illegal for pitchers 
to continue their windup after 
releasing the ball. Brewer said 
some pitchers now continue a 3 
‘windup in an effort to distract |g 
the batter.

One—Elberta Peaches From

“Pray for peace and grace and 
spritual food, .

O wrote John Tyler Pettee in 
S a poem called “Prayer dnd 

Potatoes,” and the good Mr. 
Pettee had an excellent point. 
Certainly none of use would mini- 
mize the importance of spiritual 
food, but where would we Be 
without that mainstay of our 
menus—potatoes? 

Potatoes are very much in the 
headlines of food news at this 
time. You will be hearing much 
about sweet potatoes within the 
next few weeks, because the larg- 
est crop of sweet potatoes in four 
years estimated at 59,322,000 
bushels, will be coming to market 
in the next month or so. You 
should be able to find some ex- 


cellent buys, so start brushing URL 


now on unusual sweet potato reci- 


pes so that you can make the); 


most of the bonanza. Those 
you who are vitamin conscious 
(and we hope that includes every- 
one) know that sweet potatoes are 
rich in vitamin A, have good vita- 
min C and some B-vitamin and 
mineral value. 


However, the sweets are not 
getting all of the attention in the 
potato family. A recent confer- 
ence in Washington, between Fed- 
eral Food and Drug Administra- 
tion and potato industry leaders 
made important strides in clarify- 
ing the situation on the waxing 
of red varieties of potatoes. As 
a result you probably will see 
larger quantities of waxed pota- 
“toes appearing in your markets 
in the near future. 

This is not a brand-new process 
but it has been largely in the 
experimental stage until recently. 
At the Washington conference po- 
tato men stressed the fact that 
the waxing was not intended to 
make the potato appear of better 
quality. On the contrary, the 
washing and waxing may expose 
defects which would not other- 
wise show up in inspection. The 
wax, it is claimed, acts as a pre- 
servative which keeps the flavor 
and moisture in and adds greatly 
to the keeping qualities. Color 
is added to enhance the appear- 
ance, as some of the orginal luster 
may be lost during the storage 
period. 

All varieties of potatoes are 
down to where they are cheap 
this week, despite the fact that 
more uniform demand for produce 
has firmed the prices on most 
items. This always seems to co- 
incide with the opening of school. 
Presumably mama decides her va- 
cation is over, too, and gets down 
to more serious cooking.

Some are shaken by their ex- 
perience, but there are no tears.

that sets them apart. They are 
the quiet widows of men who have 
died in the Korean hills. Reluc- 
tantly they give up their infants 
to volunteers whe feed and care 
for them during the stop. 


Notified of Husbands’ Deaths. 


Some received first notification 
of their loss in Tokyo casualty 
lists. A few received suddenly 
terrible bundles of clothing. The 
health officer, the immigration 
man’s questions, the customs ex- 
amination, all are a little unreal 
for the women who only 20 hours 
before boarded planes in Japan. 


The reception program at El- 
mendorf does everything possible 
to comfort and care for the evac- 
uees. First planes, after the Ko- 
rean war started, were met by 
officers who found themselves un- 
equipped to deal with tired moth- 
ers and fussy babies. Then volun- 
teers from the officers’ wives and 
NCO wives clubs took over. The 


fame of their welcome has spread 
to Tokyo. 

The operation was named after 
the sombre raven when it became 
apparent that dependents. in 
Japan would have to return to 
stateside homes after husbands 
became casualties or as new 
troops required their quarters. 
But not all the returning depend- 
ents are bereaved by the war. 
Many are optimistic and it is 
their cheer that means much to 
the widows on the long Pacific 
flight. 

Half Are Children. 


At least half of the weary trav- 
elers stepping down the gang- 
plank are children, often infants 
born in Asia. A few are old 
enough to remember comic books, 
which they snatch with joy, but 
others speak only Japanese. They 
cling to their Japanese dolls and 
highly polished sandals and beam 
wide-eyed at their first view of 
America. 

Operation Raven is primarily a 
Military Air Transport Service 
operation. Care of evacuees at 
Elmendorf is in the hands of Lt. 
Col. Charles Reid. 


But the evacuees aren't the big 
‘problem for the men of the Bu- 
reau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine. Plane crews and per- 
sonnel on rotation deluge his of- 
fice with maples, firs and stunted 
pine trees reputed to be hundreds 
of years old. Most of them aren't 
the famous oriental dwarf trees, 
at all, the plant men report, but 
midget plants dug up near the 
mountain tree-line and passed off 
as the genuine article.

Erika’s act of desperation now 
seems to have betrayed both her- 
self and her former suitor, the 
German Communist leader Leo

Hiding in a French town near 
the Swiss border with her hus- 
band and her two children, Erika 
had been trying every expedient 
to lift the curtain on last year’s 
Communist kidnaping of her 
foster father and mother, Noel 
and Herte Field, and her uncle, 
Hermann Field. 

Possibly Betrayed by Him. 

Her desperate final expedient 
was telephoning Leo Bauer, for- 
mer Communist director of radio 
Berlin, who today is awaiting po- 
litical trial but wha.last June was 
free. Unmistakably her approach 
to him sealed his doom as a 
Communist official but not until 
Erika herself, at Bauer’s sugges- 
tion, had consented to go to Ber- 
lin ‘in August despite her own

When Erika Field was 19, 
Bauer, a Communist refugee in 
Switzerland, was her admirer. 
Bauer was then, in 1944, key man 


Erika served part-time as sec- 
retary in the Office of Strategic 
Services in Bern. This minor job 
she was able to acquire thanks 
partly to the humane services 
rendered by Noel Field in res- 
cuing Germans, inclutiing Com- 
munists, from concentration 
‘ camps in southern France where 
Field was working for the Uni- 
tarian Service Committee of Bos- 
ton. Field himself aeted as un- 
paid contact man for Allen 
Dulles, head of the Berne office 
of the OSS. 

“Free Germany’s” original pur- 
pose was to spread defeatism 
among German soldiers stationed 
in south France. But the Com- 
munists infiltrated and spread 
Communism behind the popular 
front mask instead. 

Channel for OSS. 

Field also served as a channel 
for the OSS with refugees, par- 
ticularly Communists, eager to 
pass through Switzerland from 
French camps at Le Vernet, 
Guers and Riusaltes, back to 
Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hun- 
gary and Yugoslavia. 

These western-educated Com- 
munists now are being gradually 
purged or liquidated everywhere

‘Home Building Boom Soon to Be 
Replaced by Plant Construction 


| Tightened Curbs on 


Mortgage Credit and 


Rising Costs Expected to Give 
Boost to Shift. 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14 (AP)—| 


Observers still expect this year 
fe number 
of homes built. But 
ment is getting ready to discour- 
age the boom by tighténing curbs 
on mortgage credit. And in- 
creasing building costs are work- 
ing toward the same end. 

At the same time,business firms 


are sharply expanding their plans: 


for spending on new plant and 
equipment. And whatever con- 
trols and allocations the Federal 
Government works out on build- 
ing materials are likely to favor 
the expansion of industry at. the 
expense of the starting of new 
homes. 
Scarcity of Labor. 

Building an addition to the fac- 
tory, however, isn’t going to be 
as easy as planning it. Shortages 
of some building materials—cop- 
per and steel, for example—are 
increasing. The boxcar shortage 
is bringing complaints from con- 
tractors, who say they are having 
trouble getting lumber from the 
mills, The Labor Department re- 
ports that skilled construction 
workers are hard to find in many 
cities. 

The President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers reports that since 
May business men have raised 
thejr sights on plans to spend for 
new plant and equipment by 
about 13 per cent. It says that 
such spending is now running at 
an annual rate of $20,200,000,000, 
a sharp rise from the postwar low 
at the start of this year, when 
business spending plans were at 
an annual rate of $14,800,000,000. 
The postwar high in industrial 
expansion was the $21,600,000,000 
annual rate at the end of 1948. 

Government curbs on mortgage 
credit, expected soon, are counted 
on to aid industries in getting 
materials for their expansion pro- 
grams, by slowing down home 
building. Even so, the curbs are 
unlikely to keep 1950 from top- 
ping 1949’s record of 1,025,100 
homes started. By the end of 
July, 839,000 homes had been 


started this year, 54 per cent 
more than in the first seven 
months of 1949. ; 


FHA Applications Drop. 


The National Housing Council 
reports that during August, how- 
ever, there were 34 per cent few- 
er applications for Federal Hous- 
ing Authority insured mortgages 
on homes than in July. 

Two of the bottlenecks to a 
rapid expansion of the nation’s 
industrial plant—material short- 
ages and transportation—are be- 
ing attacked this week. 

The newly set up National Pro- 
duction Authority is seeking to 
increase steel production and 
channel its distribution. And a 
copper industry advisory commit- 
tee is tackling the twin problems 
of getting more copper and regu- 
lating its distribution. The compe 
struction industry is only one ef 
a number that is actively compet- 
ing for available supplies of cop- 
per and steel. 

The box car shortage is alse 
troubling the newly named de- 
fense supervisor of transporta- 
tion. He is trying to get more box 
cars made as quickly as possible. 


Seeking to Speed Cars. 

The Bufeau of Service of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
is trying to get the present cars 
moving faster around the country. 
It is ordering the railroads to get 
the empties off the sidings fast 
and to restrict the use of freight 
cars for less than carload lots 
within a municipal switching area. 
The ICC is giving shippers a 
nudge, too. If a freight car is 
not loaded or unloaded within 48 
hours, the shipper must pay $5 
a day for the first two days it is 
held overtime, $10 a day for the 
second two days, and $20 a day 
thereafter. The old charge was 
$3 a day for the first four days 
and $6 a day thereafter. 

The car shortage is aggravated 
right now by the heavy movement 
of crops from the farms. But 
lumber men and other shippers of 
building materials contend that 
the shortage is much more acute 
this year than ever before. Boom- 
ing industrial production has 
taxed the supply of cars, and de- 
fense plans may put an additional 
load on the railroads. 


COLLEGE TO GET YIELD 
FROM $1000 IN 100 YEARS 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UP)—Bir- 
mingham-Southern College here 
will get a unique endowment in 
2050. 


Along with other documents, a 
letter making the endowment was 
sealed inside the cornerstone: of 
Birmingham’s new skyscraper city 
hall.

CALGARY, Can.—(AP)—"“Wer'e 
in a graveyard,” a startled plow- 
man exclaimed when he began to 
break land for a garden in sub- 
urban Calgary. <A graveyard it 
was—the graveyard of thousands 
of buffaloes. Each furrow made 
by the plow turned up hundreds 
of bones.

TECHNICAL ‘PILOT’ PROJECTS 
IN SOUTH AMERICA PRAISED 


Technical “pilot” projects spon- 
sored by the United States in 
South American countries have 


yielded such handsome economic 
returns that the success of the 
Point Four program is strongly 
indicated. Capus M. Waynick, 
Ambassador to Nicaragua, told 
the St. Louis Council on World 
Affairs last night at Candlelight 
House. 

Waynick, who is acting admin- 
istrator of the office of technical 
co-operation and development, 
Washington, D.C., urged public 
support of the. new program, 
which is to absorb the earlier en- 
terprises. As an example of one 
pilot project, he told of a blight- 
resistant tomato developed in 
Peru at low cost, later saving the 
American packing industry mil- 
lions of dollars. 

The speaker emphasized that 
the Point Four program is a fru- 
gal operation, starting with a 
modest budget determined by 
Congress, but with the expecta- 
tion of building up to major prof- 
its both to the United States and 
to the undeveloped countries to 
which, under the plan, technical 
and financial help is given.

Some Recipes to Preserve the Fritter 


It Will Survive Extinction Threat If the Little Woman Will Try These 


By Hoyt Alden 


T’S no wonder the fritter has 

been threatened with extinction 

in this country, considering the 
way it’s been maltreated. A frit- 
ter is a sensitive creature, and 
nothing with its d-*icate, fragile 
nature could survi.e the kind of 
treatment it usually gets. 

The Little Woman, if she ever 
does try to make a fritter, usually 
turns out someting with the 
flavor of a poorly disguised 
sponge and a consistency to 
match. Men have been known to 
work themselves into a nervous 
decline, not only from trying to 
eat the Little Woman’s fritters, 
but from just trying to solve the 
mystery of -ow such a thing 
could happen. 

If we are going ‘to save the 
fritter we’re going to have to ap- 
proach it with the respect it 
deserves. And when properly pre- 
pared it is a splendid supple- 


ment to many dishes. Particularly 


the corn fritter, which goes like 
this: 

Mix a genei.us.cup of corn, 
either fresh green corn or canned, 
with two whole eggs and salt and 
pepper to taste. Stir in a tea- 
spoon of baking powder and 
enough flour to make a thick 
batter, which will come to about 
a cup. 

Now get out the frying pan and 
put enough fresh fat in it to reach 
a depth of at least a half inch. 
Get the fat sizzling hot, and drop 
the fritters in. Cook only a few 
at a time so they won't stick 
together. Cook them until they 
are golden brown on both sides 
and take them out immediately 
and put them on absorbent paper 
to drain.

FRITTERS, LIKE a lot of other 
dishes, can be made with some 
rather surprising ingredients, like 
cauliflover fr'tters with a beer 
batter. Like this: 

Break the cauliflower up into 
little pietes. Wash them and boil 
them in salted water until they're 
tender. Drain them well and 
sprinkle them with salt and pep- 
per and a little vinegar. 

Now make a batter like this: 
Sift together two cups of flour,

SOMETHING A LITTLE spe- 
cial in the way of fritters are 
Apple Fritters Regina: 

Pare and slice four medium- 
sized apples and cut them in quar- 
ter-inch slices. Sprinkle them with 


three tablespoons of sugar mixed 
with a half teaspoon of cinnamon. 

Next pour two tablespoons of 
brandy over the apples and let 
them stand for an hour. Cover 
thein and stir them around from 
time to time. In the meantime, 
sift together twice a cup of flour, 
a scant teaspoon of baking pow- 
der and a pinch of salt. Blend 
the sifted ingredients with two 
well-beaten egg yolks and one 
and a half teaspoons of olive oil. 
Then stir in slowly a scant cup 
of beer and beat the works well 
until the batter is free of lumps. 
Finally, fold in two beaten egg 
whites. 

Drain the apple slices and dip 
them into the batter. Drop them, 


a fey at a time, into the deep 
hot fat and cook until golden 
brown. After they have drained on 
absorbent paper, sprinkle them 
with powdered sugar and all who 
taste will admire.

When it is cool, stir in a fourth 
of a cup of brandy, a pinch of 
salt and two egg yolks. Beat the 
two egg whites until they’re stiff 
and stir them in. Blend the mix- 
ture thoroughly. 

Now the fruit. You can use ap- 
ples, peaches, apricots, pears or 
bananas if not too ripe. Peel the 
fruit and cut it in slices. 
the slices in the fritter batter and 
fry them in deep hot fat, Sprinkle 
them with powdered sugar and 
serve them while they're still hot. 
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HAVING GOTTEN OFF onto 
the subject of desserts, here are 
a couple which will round out the 
best of meals. The first is choco- 
late blonde, which is made as fol- 
lows: 

Melt four sticks of sweet choco- 
late and add it to five beaten egg 
yolks, Beat five egg whites until 
they’re stiff and sweeten them 
with four tablespoons of sugar. 
Add this to the chocolate mix- 
ture, stir it thoroughly, and pour 
it into individual glass molds. Put 
it in the refrigerator to chill. 
That’s all there is to it. 
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THE OTHER is called macaroon 
cream. Like this: Soak a dozen 
almond macaroons in sherry. Whip 
a half pint of cream with two 
tablespoons of sugar. Place some 
of the macaroons in the bottom of 
a dish or shallow bowl. Cover 
them with cream, and then some 
more macaroons. Make two or 
three layers, finishing with maca- 
roons and whatever sherry hasn't 
been absorbed. Chill it in the 
icebox and you have what is 
sometimes referred to as a gusta- 
tory delight. A triumph, no less.

NEW YORK. 

AM always interested when I 

see that a loan is to be granted 

to a country in which it may 
raise the standard of living of the 
people. 

That is the whole object of our 
Point Four program, but we must 
not forget that money alone is not 
going to win us the victory in our 
fight against Communism. Nor 
will money alone really raise the 
standard of living in any back- 
ward area; with it there must be 
technical help provided, either 
through the wise guidance of 
some specific nation or through 
the United Nations. 

It may be essential in some 
cases that a health program be 
established before the loan can 
be used in a way which will bet- 
ter the economic conditions of a 
country. It may be necessary to 
strengthen the whole educational 
system of a country before the 
money loan can bring about any 
results in the desired field. 
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WE HAVE, in this country, 
many young doctors and engi- 
neers and skilled specialists of 
various kinds who would gain 
great experience and render a 
service to humanity if they under- 
took the guidance of some of the 
projects, or some of the areas in 
which the projects are to be 
started with the money lent to 
nations that need economic as- 
sistance for development. 

Many nations today have un- 
told natural resources but money 
is needed to plan both the dis- 
covery and the development of 
these resources. 

I remember, for instance, fly- 
ing over miles and miles of Bra- 
zil and looking down on un- 
touched tropical forests and riv- 
ers. In many cases the air and 
the streams provide the only ac- 
cess to the deep interior of this 
vast country. That means rail- 
road building, road building, im- 
provements of navigation, devel- 
opment of airfields for each proj- 
ect that is undertaken. And in 
many cases it means a tremen- 
dous job of sanitation and the 
providing of shelter for the set- 
tlers or even for temporary work- 
ers, and of food and educational 
facilities.

Learning Readiness 
By Angelo Patri 


T IS impossible to teach children anything until they are 

ready to be taught, that is, until they have developed suffi- 

cient mental and physical power to master the matter or the 
art involved. No one would attempt to teach a baby to sew or 
read or write, but a great many have attempted to teach a child 
whose development was incomplete to do these things. 

We know that most children are ready to be taught to read 
by the time they are six years old. Some are ready sooner, 
some will not be ready for another year. It is a mistake to try 
to force this readiness. We must wait until nature, aided by 
our sensible assistance, prepares the child. Our assistance 
consists mainly of setting the conditions for the child’s best 
growth. 
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CHILDREN OF SIX YEARS of age, as a group, have not 
good control of the little muscles that guide their fingers, so 
to ask them to do fine sewing, or accurate and well-formed 
penmanship, is a mistake. The sewing and the writing will 
not be worth while and the fatigued child will be piling up 
dislike of the subject and of the school that forced it on him. 

This readiness for learning is not confined to the beginners. 
It is present in every child in every grade. Some of the group 
will be more than ready, some just ready, some not ready at all. 
And the degree of readiness will differ throughout the group 
because no two children have the same power developed at the 
same time and in the same degree. 

It is this principle of development that demands that grad- 
ing in the schools be loose and fluent. By that I mean that it 
should always be possible to shift a child from group to group 
without disrupting the program or embarrassing the child. 
This will call for a number of individual programs. These 
would allow a child to work according to his readiness and 
therefore to the best advantage to himself and the teachers.

All we need is to keep 
our contact with the Divine source 
of power, and enough money to 
keep the machine running — a 
workshop.” 
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AMSDALE points to the Har- 

bor light refuge as an example 

of what he means. The Har- 
bor Light is a clean modern and 
attractive place where men who 
are down and out can get a bed 
and something to eat. 

“The Harbor Light wasn’t even 
included in our building pro- 
gram,” Ramsdale points out. “But 
right in the middle of the pro- 
gram we saw the need for it, so 
we went to work on it. Accord- 
ing to the original plans it was 
to cost $65,000. It wound up cost- 
ing $125,000. But it’s all paid for.” 

Of the 10 projects included in 
the building program, eight have 
been completed. Perhaps the most 
dramatic example of what the pro- 
gram is doing is found in the 
Lafayette Park Corps where, for 
nearly 20 years, the Army has 
carried on its fight in a bleak 
and aged store building at the 
corner of Park and St. Ange 
streets. 

A short distance away, at the 
corner of Dolman and Carroll 
streets, is the Army’s new corps 
building, or community center. 
It is a modern brick building 
whose architecture is adapted 
to the Army’s unique approach 
which is a combination of evan- 
gelism and welfare work. There 
is a large chapel where services 
are held. In the basement and 
other parts of the building are 
game rooms and handicraft rooms 
where the boys and girls within 
a radius of some 12 square blocks 
may find recreation, instruction, 
and character building activities. 
There is also a playground with 
swings, sliding boards and teeter 
boards. ° 

The Salvation Army aims at 
the whole family.

To the casual reader this 
would mean little, but until the 
Lodge was created, as part of the 
Salvation A-my building pro- 
gram, there was no place for such 
cases to go, unless they spent the 
night in jail, or some welfare or- 
ganization could have arranged 
to put them in a hotel, which 
involved both delay and red tape. 

The Emergency Lodge is for 
women and children and the only 
requisites for admission is an 
emergency. It is situated at 3001 
Rauchenbach avenue, and it isn’t 
as its name might imply. 

On the contrary, it is a. com- 
fortable, pleasantly furnished 
house; a one-time mansion with 
14 rooms and the original marble 
fireplaces. Guests are given 
room and board for five days— 
or until the state of emergency 
is over. The lodge takes care of 
close to 1000 women and chil- 
dren each year. 

The building program also has 
included the enlargement and 
improvement of Booth Memorial 
Hospital, the purchase of an old 
but well-built church at Four- 
teenth and Sullivan streets as a 
corps center, and the erection of 
a third new building at 6207 Cote 
Brilliante as center of the Wells- 
ton Corps. The Army has also 
purchased an old saloon at the 
corner of Seventh and Ann 
streets, which will be torn down 
for a fourth new building similar 
to the others. It will house the 
Broadway Corps, which is one of 
the largest in the city with a 
Sunday School of 400, but which 
for years had been housed in a 
ramshackle building on South 
Broadway.

At the other table the bidding 
stopped at three spades, but the 
problem of play was the same 
in both cases, because the de- 
fense was identical. 

West opened the diamond king 
and also cashed the queen, then 
shifted to the ace of clubs. With 
three tricks home, both Wests 
then laid down the diamond ace. 

At both tables the third 
diamond lead was ruffed by 
South and a low spade was led 
to the king. Then, assuming from 
the bidding that West had at 
least 10 cards in the minor suits 
and consequently was very short 
in both majors, both declarers 
led and finessed the return spade 
lead, playing East for the well- 
guarded jack. West, however, took. 
the trick, and when he returned 
a club, declarer could not even 
get back to his own hand to 
draw trumps—West ruffed the 
heart that was led to the queen. 

The assumption concerning 
West’s minor-suit distribution 
was sound enough, but the de- 
cision to finesse for the spade 
jack was unsound. If East really 
held what both declarers feared 
—namely the jack and three 
other spades—it would not be 
necessary to finesse! South could 
play the spade ace on the second 
round and retain all of his 
chances. If West showed out, 
South would have a sure coup 
against East; i. e., he could cash 
the three top hearts, discarding 
a club, then ruff a heart (East 
could not hold fewer than three 
hearts). Now South would merely 
go back to the club king and at 
the twelfth trick lead a heart. 
If East still had the jack and 
another trump, they would be 
under South’s Q-10 of trumps.

PARIS, Sept. 14.

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Two Recipes for Relish 


By Edith M. Barber 


é¢4 S there any difference be- 
] tween a pickle and a relish? 
And if so, what is it?” asks 
a reader. Actually, there isn’t 
any clear division between the 
two classifications. Generally, the 
vegetables for a relish are cut 
fine or chopped. What one per- 
son calls a relish may be called a 
pickle by another. 


Whether you call it a pickle or 
relish, the combination is a mix- 
ture of vegetables, vinegar and 
spices. Sugar is often added. 
Often the vegetables are “brihed,” 
that is, mixed with salt, allowed 
to stand and then drained before 
cooking. Sometimes, however, this 
step is omitted. Instead, salt to 
season is combined with the 
spices, sugar, vinegar and the 


‘| vegetables, which are then cooked 


a comparatively short time. Prob- 
ably the two most used relishes 
are piccalilli and chow chow, and 
these differ little from each other. 
What one cook calls piccalilli may 
be called chow chow by another. 
Both contain green tomatoes, cab- 
bage, onions, peppers and spices. 


The recipes for corn relish and 
for red pepper relish which have 
been requested are, however, very 
different from each other. The 
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first can legitimately be called a 
pickle, while the second is more 
like a jam. Some recipes for corn 
relish call for cabbage and others 
call for cucumbers as well as for 
tomatoes, onions, 
spices. In my opinion, cucumbers 
belong with this particular pickle. 
The recipe that I am giving you 
today has been handed down in 
a friend’s family, and the other 
is one which I make every year 
since I discovered it.
